2. The works cxecuted were mostly ropaire and improvements of the existing metalled 
and umnuctalled reads of which the respective lengths were as before 1485 and 682 miles. 
Many roads sustained a good deal of surface damage from the heavy rains, but on the whole 
the roads were left in fair order. 

8. The original works for the year consisted of construction of three arched culverts 
and six temporary timber bridges on timber abutments and piers, and reconstruction of two 
timber bridges on masonry supports. Four of them could not be eumpleted owing-to 
interference of the floods, and the others were constructed in accordance with their plans. 
Rs. 4,902-8 were allotted to the Chupra and Nischindpore road for payment, of a liability and.

¥0. The Sub-divisional Officer of Jhenidah reports: “ The repair of Kotcchandpore 
Road was the only worl: entrusted to @ contractor. Ir was done under the supervision of 
the Oversecr and the Chairman. The works entrusted to members and to Mr. Tweedie 
were properly carried cut under their supervision, Most of the work done was inspected 
by the Chairman during his tours into the intcrior. ‘The grant village roads was laid out 
to the best advantage of :he public ; not a rnpce was spent on works intended for the comfort 
and convenience of individuals. Every road on which moncy was spent is useful to the 
villagers, and calculated to keep open communication between villages and for cart traffic in 
the dry season.” ; ; 

21. ‘The Sub-divisional Officer of Magoorah reports: “The village rouds repaired or 
constructed during the year under report were vot of such an important nature as to 
demand any special notice. During my last winter tour I visited almost all the village 
roads repsired or constructed during the year 1879-80, and in my present tour I have 
been inspecting the village roads repaired “and constructed during 1680-6]. ‘The roads 
gepsited aud constrocted appear to be in fair order, In a few cases the canoongoe and some 
of the members of the Committee inspected some of the villuge roads. ‘Ihc station roads 
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for the maintenance of which Rs. 200 only were allotted during the year, were repaired and 
Xeptein fair order as far as the fund admitted of their Veing so done. For metalling a part 
of the road leading to the Nuldanga Rajah’s bat at Magoorah, Rs, 100 were liberally coutri- 
buted by the Rajah,” 

22. Whe Sub-divisional Officer of Narail reports that “five meetings were held 
during the year. in all of which there was a quorum. Whenever practicable sums were 
entrusted to village headmen ans other influential parties for the construction and repairs 
of roads. In sowe cases, however, these works had to be entrusted to members of the 
Commitice. As usual, sums were sanctioned for works after enquiries as to their utility and 
the approximate sums necessary to carry them on. ‘The station fund was utilized in 
motalling some of the station roads, clearing jungles on their sides, and keeping others in 
repair. On the whole the sum entrusted to the Branch Committee during the year of report 
was advantageously spent.” 

23. The Sub-divisional Officer of Khooluah reports: ‘The Brinch Committee was 
composed of twelve members, all of whom, except one, attended at least some one of its 
sittings, and took interest ‘nthe work. he persons who voluntarily exccuted the road 
works in this sub-division were headinen of the villages, who worked according to estimates 
made by the sub-ov cr, and under the supervision of the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, sub- 
overseer, and members of the Commitice. ‘The estimates were sanctioned in the Committee, 
and when the members and headimen of viliages were unable to undertake the works in their 
own hands, they were given to contractors under the supervision of the road cess 
establisnment, and when completion of works was reported, the sub-overseer was directed to 
measure before payment was made” 

24. The Sub-divisioual Oflicer of Bagirhat reports: “Six meetings were held during the 
year, in all of which there was aqyorum. All the members took much interest in their 
dutics.”

The effective limit to the activity 
of the Committe is the want of money. The existence of the Road Mess Fund is known and 
valued in every viliage, aud whenever I go, even in the agucous regions of the Sunderbuns, 
the inhabitants cone furward with petitions for roads. The great lines of communication 
have been maintained, aud in scores of villages many useful village paths have been made 
or old ones extended, widened, raised or otherwise improved ; yet in this great district very

2. The monthly accounts have been audited by the Sub-Committee month by month, so 
that we have thought it unnecessary to examine them again, but have merely compared with 
the totals. 

8. We have compared the actual receipts and expenditure with the budget estimate, 
and found Rs. 6,801 deficient on ecss on lands which,is explained by the last kist of the year 
falling due after the Doorga Pooja vacation. 

4. We have compared several estimates of original and repair works with the actual 
exponditure, aud we find that, cxecpt in a few instances, aud that for very small sums that 
estimates have not been exceeded, and that the charges have been made according to the 
rates shown in the estimates ; also saving of Rs. 2,590 in original works and Rs, 4,198 ia 
repairs have been effected, and which is due to cause mentioned in the usual explanatory uotes 
attached to the accounts for the year.

3. There are three Branch Committees, namely at Jungipore, Kandi, and Chua, The 
Chua Branch Committee stands foremost in the interest taken in carrying out the repairs 
of the village roads under it, but it is very irregular in submitting its accounts, much 
greater improvement being shown in this respect by the other two Branch Committees, The 
District Committee found that a sum of Ks, 10,000 was the utmost could aiford to 
allot for village roads, having due-regard at the same time to the interesta of the) main roads 
of the district and all other necessary expenditure for establishment, &c. general 
distribution of the allotments for village roads and their expenditure are believed to have © 
given general satisfaction to the villagers concerned. 

4. The maximum rate of cess was levied during the year. In the collection of road 
cess no improvement was observable over past yeurs, chiefly owing to the arrears from the 
estates in the Court of Wards.
